Bracken Trophy 
Wonby Toronto, 
McGill Second 

The Bracken Trophy, awarded 
■nnuatly to the Canadian Univcr- 
ally newspaper which carries tlie 
best editorials, was this year won 
by The Toronto Varsity, it was an- 
nounced at the Canadian Unlvcr- 
tity Press conference in Ottawa last 
month. The McGIll Dally placed 
second in the competition, onen to 
the 20 member papers of CUP. 
\ Other trophies awarded were the 
Southam Trophy for scncral excel- 
lence, open to papers of over S.ono 
circulation. In The Western Gazette, 
and the Jacques Bureau Trophy 
for Kengr al cxcellence amonc papers 
of IcsT^nan 3,000 circulation, to 
the McMastcr Silhouette. Both 
papers had won tlic trophies last 
year as well. 

in announclne Uic awards, B. T. 
Itichardson, associate editor of.Thn 
\ Ottawa Citizen, said the standard 
' of editorials was excellent In most 
of the entries. Spciking for his 
fellow judges, who were Ralph 
Allen, editor of McLean's Masn- 
sine, and Gillls Purcell. gcncr.-il 
manager of The Canadian Press. 
Mr. niehardson said: 

"The editorials on the whole re- 
flected H .searching and sober ap- 
roach to the world whirii awaits 
c student after his ;!raduation and 
enlightcncd. if critical attitude, 
ward the world from which he 
.preparing to graduate. Thc^Mc- 
m Daily placed near, the top' With 
aturc, well written,'wcll reasoned 
itorlals." ' ' 

The Toronto Varsity won. Mr. 
ichardson raid, "with a quietly 
aullful piece of writing on tiie 
campus at . night and' a tine piece 
on freedom of discussion,;^' 

The Varsity and The Daily are 
Canada's only two University daily 
newspapers. 
. Also awarded at the conference 
^Was Le Droit Trophy for general 
excellence among the three French 
language papers. It .went to the 
University o{ Montreal's Le Quar- 
tier Latin. 

Other papers receiving honorable 
mention in the Bracken competi- 
tion, were: Lc Carabin. Laval Uni- 
versity of Britbh Columbia; The 
Queen's Journal, • Queen's Univer- 
sity; and The Manitoban, Univer- 
sity of Manitoba. ' 

Judging for the gcnorai excol- 
ence trophies is on the basis nf 
three consecutive i.ssucs which fall 
after a date selected by the chief 
judge, and for The* Bracken troph.v 
oii the basis of three editorials sub- 
mitted by each newspaper. 



University Papers Will Continue 
To Promote Free Discussion 



A motion affirming the desire of 
Canadian University Press "to pro- 
mote in the columns of member 
papers the fullest objective expres- 
sion of opinions on controversial is- 
>s" because "the function of a 
Canadian University paper is to 
stimulate rather athan direct 
thought among the University stu- 
dents of Canada" met with near 
unanimous approval when student 
editors of 20 member papers gather- 
ed in conference at Ottawa late 
la.st month. 

Later attacked (,'iitorially In The 
Ottawa Journal as "lunacy, not 
freedom," the motion added that 
"any attempts to suppress this full 
freedom of expression on the lo- 
cal, national and international level 
will be strongly oppo.icd by the CUP 
through every means at the dis- 
posal off the members of the asaa- 
ciatlon." 

The result ol a discusslon.of free- 
dom of speech initiated when Tor- 
onto Varsity editor Frank Morit:)U- 
gu told delegates the Varsity had 
been criticized for permitting ex- 
pression of Communist as well as 
anti - Commur.i.st views, the motion 
drew support from IB or the 20 
member papers. 

Later a nineteenth vote was cast 
in favour of the motion when Tre- 
vor Phillip.', executive editor, ol The 
Georgian, Sir Gcrogc Williams Col- 
lege, signified his support In a letter 
to The Daily, newly elected presi- 
dent vpapcr- of -JJUP... Phillips- had. 
hot been present when the Initial 
vote was taken in Ottawa. 

Sole dissenting vote came from 
the University of Ottawa's La Ro- 
tonde, whose editor Cy Goulct said 
"If you are really against the Com- 
munists, why, leave them any me- 
dium at all through which they can 
approach and convert the great 
mass of people who arc now unde- 
cided or only slightly pink?" 

"It is fine to show both sides of 
the story," he said, "but when you 
run an ad for the peace council, 



even it^ you write, an editorial 
against it In the same issue, you 
are still leaving an opening for the 
Communists." 

Supporting the motion in one ol 
the best speeches of the conference. 
Harold Buchwaid, editor of the Un- 
iversity of Manitoba's Manitoban, 

said: 

'The University is the fundamen- 
tal place to ask why. It Is the home 
of ideas, and these Ideas arc not 
those of a provincial legislature .or 
of a board of.v,8oycrnpnj|riin by 
downtown buslhesmcnf but'àre the 
ideas of the students themselves. 
These must be obtained not by 
spoon-feeding but by questions." 

This is a challenge to campus 
editors, he said, to counteract the 
spoon-feeding . by;.^makineJ';pcople

The McGill Daily was elected 
1051 president paper and B. K. 
Sandwell, editor-in-chlcf of Satur 
day Night and a former McGtll 
professor, was named honorary 
president of the Canadian Univer- 
sity Press at CUP's Ottawa confer- 
ence last month. 

The Dally succeeds the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan's Sheaf as 
president, while Mr. Sandwell fol- 
lows H. S. Southam, publisher of 
The Ottawa Citizen, as honorary 
president. 

In Toronto, Mr. Sandwell said he 
was ''highly honored" by his ap- 
pointment. Commenting on the con- 
ference resolution supporting the 
promotion of "fiillest objective ex- 
pression of opinion on controver- 
sial issues," he said it would be 
very proper" for CUP to back up 
a member paper where expression 
of free opinion is opposed, especial- 
ly, he said, if it Is opposed by an 
influence outside the student body.

Mr. Samuel Is a tall, slender Eng- 
lishman who presents an unusually 
youthful appearance and an un- 
mistakable enthusiasm for his pres- 
ent campaign. He has had a leading 
part in 18 missions since 193H. He 
hopes to go one step farther than 
niany who_have conducted missions 
fri^ ÉngiViïd.' Most; ■ he stàtcà." TiTive 
started people thinking and left 
them there.' He . proposes, to show 
the steps by whlcH his listeners will 
be able to propag,Ttc their Ideas. 

The success of Mr. Samuel's mis- 
sions in England Is evident by the 
rise in the . date of attendance that 
has been shown. In 1037. for 
example, the average attendance at 
mission lectures held in the Uni- 
versity of Birmingham was 50. Last 
February, Ihe average attendance 
had increased to 400 at four of the 
main meetings, and to 300 at all

Pulp & Paper Institute Hears

The peoples of the earth can face 
the fulur.e with open eyes because 
of the bountiful abundance of our 
globe. This was the thought ex- 
pressed by Prof. Hartley F. Mather 
In a talk presented at Moy.sc Hall 
on, Thursday evening. Prof Mather 
of Harvard University spoke on 
"The' future; of the Earth as the 
Abode of Man" under the auspices 
of the pulp and paper Research 
Institute of Canada. 

Prof. Mather spoke of the pre- 
sent as "the watershed of the cen- 
tury" and of the changes which 
have been brought about in the last 
helf century. Barriers between 
coi{ntries have been lifted, swamps 
drained, and deserts Irrigated. It is 
now. "one world upqn • which we 
dwell." lie talked about man's .|n 
creased efficiency and his power "to 
do deeds good oi bad, to destroy or 
construct, tn tear down or build, to 
kill or make possible life for his 
fellow men." He mentioned the

Leith Samuel to Discuss Religion 
In Series ofsiiFJyekLectures .

Believed to be the first mission 
of its type ever conducted at Mc- 
Gill, the local Inter' Varsity Chris- 
tian Fellowship chapter, opens a 
week-long mission today at 5 p.m. 
:n Moyse Hall when Mr. Leith 
Samuel will speak on "Is Faith in 
God a Delusion?" 

Mr. Samuel has come from Eng- 
land to conduct a scries of similar 
missions throughout the United 
States and Canada. The mission at 
McGill is one of eleven which will 
he followed by one at Toronto, 
Western, and several U.S. midwes- 
tern states. The year 19.il has been 
chosen as à year of evangelism for 
I.V.C.F.. throughout North America, 
and In connection with this, the 
local chapter has been making pre- 



meetings. There ' was little doubt 
that the discussions had caught the 
Interest of the student body. , They 
were the talk of the University for 
the month following his visit. 

During the thirteen years In his 
work Mr. Samuel has been able to 
observe, some interest changes in 
the student's attitude toward re 
liglon. Before the . war, he said 
humanism had not been pricked. 
Now that it has, his approach to re- 
ligion has become negative. In de- 
fending religion,' he Is fighting 
against Communism rather than ac- 
tively fighting for religion. Mr. 
Samuel noted that the student's at- 
titude to religion is a development 
of his feclins of insecurity. His "in- 
dif fercnoe" • i(>r'lhcr!efor«s-^a-f.posc- to 
cover his lack of knowledge, not 
disillusionment resulting from 
knowledge. 

There Is growing seriousness 
among university students today. 
Mr. Samuel noted. As a matter of 
fact, the difficulty among English 
educators has been with students 
working too hard, rather than not 
enough. 

. It is especially interesting to note 
the interest of new universities. In 
the older and larger colleges, at- 
tendance at religious meetings is 
accepted as a customary thing. In 
the newer colleges, however, in- 
terest was not an accepted attitude. 
It had to be aroused. This is not 
the situation that has prevailed 
since the war. In one very small 
university, for example, while the

I.R.C. Delegates Convene Here 
Discuss Western Weaknesses

Another Displaced Persons pro- 
blem Is being created In Korea In 
the wake of U.N. defeats since 
last November. Both North and 
South Koreans have been drift- 
ing southward in an attempt' to 
escape reprisals, from/ the relum- 
ing Communists. The tide of 
refugees has already reached Ihe 
2,000,000 marie. Their' plight 
'; verges on catastrophe. 

Individual motives for ' fleeing 
vary. Many fear that the. Chinese 
invader will kill them. Others, fled 
Iheb: villages, ravaged by 'Chinese 
and jU.N. war operations. But even 
more were fleeing because of mass 
hysteria.' Fleeing crowds are con- 
tinually adding to their ranks as 
they proceed southward. Their 
j-snks often harbour Communist 
guerrillas and infiltrees, they clog 
roads badly needed by the army. 
Their plight provides excellent fuel 
for Communist propaganda and its 
cynical theme of "heartless Western 
.au 



''The failure of the West to win 
Asiatics over to the side of democ- 
racy Is not 'due to the low standard 
of living in Asia, but to a lack of 
friendliness and genuine interest 
toward the people of the East", Dr. 
W. C. Smith, professor of compar- 
ative religion at McGIU said. 

Professor Smith was the main 
speaker at the opening session of 
a three-day conference of the In- 
ternational Relations . Clubs^hich 
began on Thursday, bèeembël^Sà) 
In his talk on "Asia and the 'West", 
Dr. Smith stressed the fact that in 
the past, the West has looked upon 
the East as a largely uncxploitcd 



real. 

The weakness of the West in 
World Affairs was the theme for 
this year's conference. 

Questions discussed -by both 
grotips were: ThiT 'Atlantic Pact, 
offensive or defensive, the re-arm- 
ament of Germany, Spain's posi- 
tion in the world, and the position 
of the West in Europe. Delegates 
also considered whether the moral 
position of the West Is being weak 
'ehed by unholy alliances.'

Peace was the subject of an address 
given on the evening of the .same 
day at a joint banquet with Middle

THE OLD MAID 
and THE THIEF, the latter lately 
givén by Montreal Minute Opera. 

Chosen as the biist broadway 
musical ot the 1940-l6S0 season, 
winner of the Drama Critics' Award 
and the' Pulitzer Prize, It won an 
immediate and spectacular auccesa 
in Montreal laat week at Hit 
Majesty's Thiitre; with -crltica and 
audléncc chiirlng this dramatic 
and striking work. But, there Is A 
riKflculty In reviewing this produc- 
tion: in what department should It 
fail? The theatre critic could be 
mori rightly deiegeted, for half the 
w6rk is theAtre, but In our books, 
MinottI la essentially a music com- 
poser, and for that reason the 
music critic it more entitled to 
levtew this revolutionary operA, 
although many New York papers 
sent their drama critics. 

I was amazed by this magnificent 
production, more maybe by the ef- 
fective ànd powerful plot than by 
the music which Is tremendously 
lyrical and -skillfully measured.

"I missed the 
decorated Christmas- trees and the 
lighted doorways In the homes that 
it had become so used to In the 
States and In Canada.' The/holiday 
atmosphere was there, triie/enougli, 
and many stores had window, dis- 
plays and decorations, but the 
accent was not so much on Christ- 
mas as on the fact that it was the 
holiday season."^ 

."Many^ Parisians bad left the city 
to sict in the mountains," he com- 
mented. "Christmas generally v/ai 
looked upon as a time for a holi- 
day before the New Year and not 
as a time for family gatherings as 
I had somehow expected that it 
would be." 

On New Year's Eve he "wail sûr- 
prised that he was unable to - find 
a church that was open at mid- 
night. He says that the. cathedrals 
that he viewed were very beautiful, 
indeed. ! ; . ' 

Parisian Holiday 

Eastman said, that, he took a 
number of guided tours and, alone 
or with ot))er students, did a Rood 
deal of walking, often lingering to 
admire the architecture of the city. 
One evening he hired a taxi and 
viewed the city Illuminated "and 
even more Impressive than by day- 
light." . The 400 francs', that the 
taxi had cost for most of the 
evening was only a little over a 
dollar In' Canadian money. ■ 

He commented on the work of 
Rodin, creator of "The Thinker" 
and 'The Kiss" which were on 
display in the Musee Rodin; and 
he said that he had never seen 
more graceful \ . work or more 
beauty In stone. At the Louvre he 
viewed the Mona Lisa and the 
Veniis de Milo. The painting, he 
says "Seenis to have all Its original 
beauty." 

The Pantheon, which houses the 
tombs of many of the great men 
of France, impressed him greatly. 
He viewed.the^ tombs of Voltaire, 
Rousseau, and of many of the great 
statesmen and military leaders of 
France; remarked: "Those people 
respect and revere their dead like 
no others that I have ever known."
